Long S Struggle For. 
Telegrapher's Pay 
Won By His Union 


March 27 of this year a mem- 
ber of Commercial Telegraph- 
ers 208 got the final $125 from 
the Western Union of a total of 
$291.30 which he had _ been 
claiming ever since October 7. 
1954, was due him. 

On the 1954 date he returned 
from military furlough and the 
company failed, says President 
Larry Ross of Local 208, to 
place the member in proper se- 
niority order as required by 
contract and Federal law. This 
had an adverse effect on the 
member’s job security and sal- 
ary. 

March 4, 1955 the member 
appealed to the union for as- 
sistance in pressing his claim. 
March 23, 1955, the company 
turned down the union’s claim. 
April 4 the union appealed to 


the U. S. Department of Labor ~ 


Veterans Reemployment Divi- 
sion. May 18 the member re- 
ceived a partial settlement ad- 
justing his seniority part of the 
way, and $166.30 in back pay. 

The member and the union 
felt that this wasn’t sufficient. 
So CTU Regional President 
George Hageman took the case 
in hand. Hageman had to keep 
after the Department of Labor 
representative as the company 
kept stalling the Government, 
apparently in the hope. the 
whole business would be for- 
gotten. The Administration has 
cut down the appropriation for 
the Department of Labor, and 
the man handling this area was! 
badly loaded with work. 

Finally, after Hageman had 
rung bells, pulled wires, banged 
desks, had letters written to 
Congress, March 27 of this year 
the company agreed to settle in| 
full. The Oakland member got 
the final $125 due him, and a 
San Francisco member whose 
case Hageman had also been 
pressing got about $500. 

Larry Ross summarizes the 
matter as follows: 

“Just one more example of 
the fact that it pays to belong 
to a union, and that politics 
does affect your pocketbook.”

Rich asserts that “it was Dave Beck .. . who insisted 
that the AFL expel the ILA at once and replace it with a 
newly chartered longshoremen’s union. The waterfront must 
be cleaned up...” 


Beck was backed in this stand by Paul Hall, secretary- 
treasurer of the Atlantic district of the Seafarers Union, says 
Rich. Beck and Hall, the Hat Worker editor declares, “‘prom- 
ised full aid in any move to break the hold of the racket boys 
on the waterfront ... Paul Hall kept his word. Dave Beck 
didn't.” 

Reports are current in the Bay Area that Harry Bridges 
is dickering with Beck's representatives for a deal whereby 
Bridges’ outfit—which, incidentally, got its start because of 
the corruption of this same ILA outfit when it had jurisdic- 
tion out here—would be taken under the wing of the Team- 
sters just as the Mine, Mill, and Smelter Workers Union 
was. The Mine, Mill, and Smelter Workers was thrown out 
of the old CIO on the ground that it was Communist-led. 
Yet Beck’s Hoffa formed an alliance with the Mine, Mill, 
and Smelter Workers.

Every honest and conscientious labor union official in 
the East Bay should give close heed to this whole mess. 
And that includes the honest and conscientious officials of 
the Teamster locals here. For if the gangsters get control 
these honest Teamster officers will be the most immediately 
and painfully affected. Any Teamster official here who gives 
signs of being allied with gangsters should be watched with 
great care. 

The police departments of the whole Coast are preparing 
to exchange information on any further effort by mobsters 
to invade our area. But if they sneak in through an ailing 
union structure it’s hard for the police departments to get at 
them. It’s up to our unions to do our own policing. So far 
we've been pretty clean in this area, with just an occasional 
two-for-a-nickel crook showing up. If the big boys descend 
on us, we're in for something that'll make such little crooks 
look nice. 

Beck claims he’s going to clean up the mess. All right, 
now let's watch what happens. And while we're watching. 
let's back George Meany in his courageous and determined 
effort to keep both Commies and crooks out of the labor 
movement,
